112 complex? Are any of the remaining identities listed in 1G3U-2772 
identical with 3W 
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b, OJ WfflLWtX' 5C6 - Since ¥-13940*1 has been dropped by 
Zipper, would it be pos^dfels to ascertain his tm© name? the little 
date which we have on this person would b® of far greater value for 
future reference if we knew who he was. 

e* W IHU&JSKX 1C03 - V-30S0.3 has apparently bees an active 
Zipper source for some time. Is his true mm and/or any additional 
operational date available! 

a, UJ mOUEBl 1213 - BUA-3577 states teat tee source of 
GJ mmmi 1213 was described as a Coaswaist agent in OJ WMiLmi 1289. 
Our file on GJ CBOIMMX 2209 consists only of KGLA-€658 and tee attach- 
meat to MGIA-9115. Iff.mwmm (attachment to MGOU3653) identical with 
the source of GJ DUQIXESY 1213! Have there been further developments la 
GJ BRCLLERX 1209 since Sovesiber 1951! Since the target of W ffiOIXElH 
1213 is Cmsnanist activities, it would not see® unusual for a source re- 
porting on this target to be described by &» outsider as a Coewuaist agent. 
Further clarification of this matter, including the reason tee source ms 
dropped, and his tame narae, would, bo siast useful, We presume tie ms not 
dropped for being described as a Cosetuaiat agent. According to SGXA-1564, 
this source would seen to be of sene value in the GJ -ERZ&&X 112 complex, 

e, GJ IltGIduEKX 1216 — SGlA— 3577 reports that dipper’s agent in
